will of God without a Bible, to pray to him by. a 
Proxy,and toworſbip him juſt asthe old Heathens:

ment whichGod himſelf enjoyned;to promote Chri- 

 ftian Charity by killing one another ; and convert 
men with fire and faggot ; todeny; a known truth 
without telling a lye,qnd to ſwear to a known fal- 
ſity without perjury; to obtain pardon of your ſins 
without repentance, and to. g0t0 Heaven without 
holineſs ; to worſhip a Deity of your Prieſts ma- 
king, and then to ſacrifice him to. God. 
And now tet all wiſe —_— men offer up their 
prayers t0-God;that he would make up thoſe brea- 
 ches which our fins, and the ſubtilty of our enemies 
have made in theChurch;that he,whois the Prince 
of Peace, would jnſpire us with that wiſdom that 
is pure and peaceable, and all our Governors 
with wiſdom and courage, to ſuppreſs the growth 
of Atheiſni and Prophaneneſs,of Superſtition and 
Hdolatiy, of Schiſm and Sedition. 
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
